The figures presented by Mr. Fosdick arc Ihe basis,of com- 


ment by a New England newspaper, which correctly says that 
"(he fads are startling'enough, even though we are familiar 
with them in n genera! way.'-' 
Proceeding, the paper further 


says: "For instance, Chicago, one-third the size of London, 
had in 1916, 105, premeditated murders, while the English 
capital had but iWelve during the same year. 
In fad, the 


Chicago total was greater by 20 than the aggregate.number of 
murders in England and Wales together during 1916.

Yoik in 1918 had six limes as many homicides as London, and 
Ihe disagreeable statistics regarding robberies and other lesser 
crimes could be multiplied a( length. 
I3ul (hose for murder 


are typical. To make Ihe comparison between our crime rale 
and that .of England the more .odious, Mr. Fosdick declares 
that the police over there are inferior to,(hose,of New York, 
Chicago and other American cities,"

Such a showing as this is not flattering to the United Stales, 


a country which boasts so loudly of its free institutions, its 
educational system and general progress!veness. 
it shows 


(hat there is something vitally wrong somewhere and makes il 
plain that il is time for the discovery and application of a 
remedy. 


In the course of its comment the paper quoted says that "Ihc 


relation between crime and punishment h;is been a moot ques- 
tion since the time when men were hanged for stealing sheep. 
But prhaps never were a people so reluctant to punish wrong- 
doers as we arc'today in America." 


There is reason, to believe thai Oils reluctance lo punish, 


wrong-doers according lo their deserts is Ihe chief reason for 
the disproportionate prevalence of crime in this country, and 
particularly the crime of murder,. 
Capital punishment has 


been rendered almost a dead idler in the states where il has 
not been abolished, and in the case of life senieiuxis ,lhcre is 
equal faultiness in Ihe execution of the law. The, pardoning 
of murderers within a few-years after being sentenced for life 
is a common occurrence in this country, as everybody knows, 
and there, is-.no reason to doubt that such action has a bad 
effect on the' criminal classes, who are nol slow to note Ihe 
growing tendency. 


Whether American police forces are superior lo (hose of 


Europe may be a.question, but there is no question that, as a 
rule, they a're highly efficient. They do their work -promptly 
and well, but somewhere between an arrest for murder'and 
the final disposition of the case there is a slip of one kind or 
another and the full penally is seldom inflicted. 


It is a condition trial should be corrected. 
If the people 


have reached the point where they are opposed to capital pun- 
ishment,' well and good; but there should be a penalty for (he 
deliberate'taking of human life, and from this there should be 
no escape.. Deaflvsentences comimi'led Jo imprisonment for 
life and followed by pardon is'a'syslem ihat is not working 
well.
